RESISTANCE MANAGEMENT

The active ingredients in LUNA SENSATION belong to two different fungicide groups, the pyridinyl- ethyl-
benzamides (Group 7) and the Qol or strobilurins (Group 11). To maintain long-term effectiveness of this
fungicide, follow the specific resistance management guidance listed at the bottom of each crop label. The
following practices may delay the development of fungicide resistance.

1. Start spray programs early: Spray programs that begin before pathogens attack keep fungal populations
low and reduce the likelihood of resistance. Consult your local extension specialist, certified crop advisor
and/or manufacturer representative for recommendations on when to begin spray programs,
